ia QUITY !” That was the commendable 
D keynote of Lord Esher’s excellent speech 
in bidding his legal comrades farewell 

as a Master of the Rolls in the Strand Palace of 
Alike admirable as a 


Justice on Monday last. 
lawyer and as a clear elocutionist, Sir Richard 
Webster, M.P., the Attorney-General, rose to 


the occasion in bidding this Grand Old Man of 
the Bench Good-bye on behalf of the Bar. 
Wearing a carnation in his buttonhole, Lord 
Esher bore his eighty-two years with wonderful 
gaiety and lightness; and at the close of his 
debonair speech lucidly defined the spirit of the 
Law and the true duty of a Judge in wise words 
which should be long remembered— 


I never have allowed myself to think that a judicial 
tribunal ought to allow a ferson’s rights to be overthrown 
because there may be some mistakes in preliminary investi- 
gations by those who were his advisers. I am speaking of 
civil actions and disputes between parties, and in regard to 
these the duty of the Judge is to find out what is the rule 
that honour, candour, and fairness in the position of the 
two parties would apply in respect to the matter in hand. 
That is the common law of England, and there is no other 
law. It is not only the common law, but when we come to 
the equity law it is the same thing. The law of England 
is not a science, it is a practical application of the rules 4 
right and wrong to a particular case by the Court. If 
any supposed rule of law is put forward that would prevent 
the rule of right being applied, that proposition must be 
wrong, and if it is ever alleged that the law would prevent 
the truth from prevailing, and oblige the Court to say that 
is not true which is true, it must be wrong, and I have 
always said so. There is no such thing in the law as a rule 
which says the Court shall determine that to be true which 
the Court knows and believes to be untrue.

The Poultry Statistics. 


HE table given in last week’s 
“ Rural Life” embraced all the 
commonly;known varieties of 
pure-bred fowls. We have now 
to consider what improvement 
crossing the most valuable of 
these breeds brings about. Every 
possible cross has been at- 
tempted. Producing. general 
utility crosses, crosses for lay- 
ing and for making table birds 
are “experiences ” in the practice 
of everyone who has tried to 
reir poultry for profit. Let us 
ask ourselves, to begin with, 
what is it we are aiming at; and 
next, what measures or guides 
have we? We are all aware 
that continual in-breeding pro- 
duces weakness and sterility ; 

we likewise know that abrupt departures in crossing 

distinct breeds give a robust and vigorous offspring. Sup- 
pose we want to - ; pet ce 
Improve a Laying Breed. 


We have three or four pure breeds that are essentially good 
layers and non-sitters. The Houdan, Hamburg, Redcap, 
Leghorn, Minorca, Andalusian, and Crévecoeur (splendid 
specimens of which have been on view this week ‘up to 
Thursday at the magnificent Crystal Palace Poultry Show) 
are non-sitters in effect. Not that any fowl never develops 
the broody craze for a brief period; all fowls are by nature 
inclined to sit when their layer of eggs has run out, and the 
heat in their bodies increases owing to the rest. they get— 
insect food usually being plentiful at this mild and pro- 
pitious season—and a fresh layer of eggs not having come 
into active pressure in the ovary. But the)next layer 
(string, chain, or whatever we may call the set of eggs in 
embryo) is very quickly developed in some breeds—the 
varieties above named,.for example—much more so than 
in others. They may cluck, they may take to a nest. I

have had Leghorn hens that sat the three weeks out, even 
though laying in the nest from a new set of eggs part of the 
time. But we want sitting hens to act maternally towards 
chickens, as well as to sit on eggs steadily, and few of the 
non-sitters will do that; therefore selectionis an important 
point. Of 
The Two Heads in the Rough Sketch 

it is easy to recognise the sprightly layer, and the dull, 
plethoric sluggard. Hens, or rather pullets, that are being 
set aside to lay eggs to produce long or early layers from, 
will need to be measured by some such standard as this. 
Slender, slim, and sprightly, with great width behind and 
narrow in the breast denotes the layer. As to crossing: it 
is hardiness, consequent on closeness of feather, an active 
habit of body, and the capacity to form bounteous, full, and 
continuous chains of eggs that a typical everlasting layer 
must possess. The Houdan fails in the first part of the 
above requisites more than do the other non-sitters, while

The Princess of Wales’s Practical Sympathy 
with the Fever Patients at Lynn.—The Right 
Hon. Henry Chaplin, M.P., in view of the grave outbreaks 
of fever at Maidstone and Lynn, should stimulate the lacka- 
daisical Local Government Board to some degree of activity. 
Clearly local bodies need to be reminded of their duty in 
seeing to the purity of water supplies and the perfection of 
the sanitary arrangements in every town and village. Ata 
meeting of the Maidstone Sanitary Committee last Mon- 
day the medical officer reported that he had received five 
additional notifications of typhoid during the precedin 
twenty-four hours, bringing the total up to 1838. Six fres 
eases were reported to the Lynn Sanitary Committee on 
Monday as having occurred during the preceding forty- 
eight hours.

was no exception; large numbers of cyclists went to the 
“ Mecca,” There was little wind, the air bracing, the 
surface dry and excellent, and it was altogether an enjoy- 
able ride.

assisting in the same gallant rescue that Lieutenant 
H. L. 8. MacLean was killed. Otherwise he too, as 
notified in the London Gazette, would have been recom- 
mended for the Victoria Cross. Lieutenant E. W. Costello, 
Indian Staff Corps, has been awarded the Cross for his 
gallant conduct on the night of July 26, 1897. at the 
Malakand, when he went out from the hospital enclosure, 
and, with the assistance of two sepoys, brought in 
a wounded lance - havildar, who. was lying sixty yards 
away in the open on the football-:round. This ground 
was at the time overrun with swordsmen, and swept 
by a heavy fire, both from the enemy and our own men 
holding, the sapper lines. Lieutenant Costello became 
connected with the West Yorkshire Regiment in 1892. He 
subsequently joined the Indian Staff Corps, and is now a 
wing officer of the 22nd Bengal Infantry. Viscount Fincastle 
isthe eldestson of Lord Dunmore, an Irish Peer, who is known 
as the intrepid explorer of the rugged Pamirs, ‘‘ the roof of 
the world.’’ Viscount Fincastle was with the Sirdar in the 
Soudan last year. He was accompanying the Indian 
frontier force as special war-correspondent of the Times, 
and a question arose as to whether he was entitled to 
receive the Cross. No war-correspondent has ever been 
granted the V.C., though many of the better-known wear 
medals granted by foreign nations for llantry in the 
field. Perhaps Lord Fincastle’s V.C. may be a precedent. 


The Victoria Cross — perhaps the most highly 
prized decoration in the Army—may be gained by any 
soldier, sailor, or marine, whether officer, non-com., or 
private. It was the Prince Consort, it is said, who 
originated and designed the cross Which bears our beloved 
Queen’s name. The cross is the simplest of decorations—a 
plain Maltese cross of bronze, bearing in its centre the 
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THE V.C: 


Royal crest (a crowned lion) and the inscription that 
brings a thrill to every man who reads it. It is worn 
on the left breast, suspended by a blue ribbon for 
the Navy and a red one for the Army. Few, indeed, 
are they who have won the bar which marks a second 
act of bravery of equal or superior heroism to the first. 
The first Victoria Cross (which, by the way, was instituted 
under a Royal Warrant dated Jan. 29, 1856) was given to 
Mr. Charles David (subsequently Rear-Admiral) Lucas, 
who, as mate of the Hecla in the Baltic on June 21, 1854, 
seized a live shell, whose fuse was hissing as it fell upon 
the deck, and flung it overboard. He was promoted
